Our columns have been opened, for the 
lest two weeks, to a wide diccu:sion on 
ihe management of the Louisville and 
Nashville reilrou.d, the policy of the r'val 
bocrds of directory, and the merits ed fit- 
ness of the two candidates for the pre-i 
dency.

As 
the principals" in ‘this transaction 
spend $24,000 to secure the 3,000 votes, 
the inference must be drawn that Mr. 
NEWwcomsB desires ‘the office, without re- 
gard to cost, and hence must have come 
ulterior motive. No one t°ekinz this po- 
sition should have any moiive other than 
the honor accruing irom a judicious, skill- 
ful manegement of the roal; This ambi- 
tion is a laudable one, but it cannot be 
bought with money. Tue people are justly 
suspicious of any faction—onud we call it 
faction because the {riends of the two can- 
didates are banded tovether in the interest 
ot one or the other. It bodes harm to thoce 
directly interested—the stockholder and 
the business man. 

The office of president of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad is paid $10,000 a 
year—a very comfortable salary; quite 
large enough to allow a man to devote his 
whole time to the interest of the road pay- 
ing h’m so generously. But the manaze- 
ment of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, for the past four years, had justifted 
the belief that tcn thousand dollars was 
too much money for the services rendered 
by Mr. NEwcoms. 

We are not surprised to learn that, since 
the purchase of the Garrard county siock 
has bcen made, other stockholders have 

ecome agitated on the subject, and nat- 
urally desire to realize the same handsome 
bonus paid to Garrard county. It is safe 
to say that Mr. Newcoms’s friends could 
buy all the stock of the road at les: than 
the price paid to Garrard county, bat it 
would bean exceedingly large pi.ce to pey 
for power, and the investment will hardly 
be sought after. 

We believe that Mr. Newcows is not 
suitcu for the office he bes held three yes. 
Under bis wanevement tte policy of this 
10. d—whb’ch wes bvi't and is owaed by 
the peop'e of Kentucky—::ems to have 
been work’n stca ly and surely to the 
injvvy of a'l the manufacturing and pro- 
ducing interests of the State. As we be- 
eve, the singularly injudicious discrimi- 
nation 1p .reights has caused a wide-spread 
feeling of diss.tisfaction, and evoked com- 
p'aints from time to time which could not 
be felt or made against a properly-managed 
roi'vo.d, 

The nork, flour, and tobacco interests 
between hcre and Memphis and Nashville 
bave been withered and driven away, and 
the capitel invested has either been sacri- 
ficed or turned into new channels. High 
local freichts have kept back the producing 
power of the State, end eve-'y branch of 
trade has felt it sorely. All this has been 
doae updcr the slort-s'thied policy that 
the ciockholders’ dividends wov'd be 
larccr and the businecs of the road more 
reliable by attracting throuvh freights at 
low 1.ter. A modificstion of this system 
would stimulate businecs. along the line of 
the ro.d and iti brapches, attract and 
meke businc s, and woyld not d.minish 
the through businc-s. The road would 
pay bet'-r dividends, and the business in- 
terc’ts of our State would receive a new 
jmmpe.us under a change of manazement 
end policy.
